He maintained 'that as a practical
question, ., Filipinos have proven
their ability to sanely and safely
manage their own affairs and con
continues in argument as follows:

"The firat sign Is lovo of liberty,
as inherent in nations as In man. A
boy, is content to remain at home
nndor the care of his parents, and
the flrct sign that man gives of his
maturity is tho development of his
own love of liberty.

"A nation is the same as a man
when it begins to feel the love of lib
orty and to struggle for It, tbe signs
indicate that the country is going
Into political life, and soon It must
he ra.ido independent. For 390 years
the Filipinos, in spite of the misrule
of the Spaniards, were happy and
contented, never trying to become
free. This was true, because there
was no large Spanish army stationed
in tho Islands, and the soldiers were
aa natives with the exception of
about 2000 Spaniards. The Filipinos
patiently bore the misrule of tho
Spaniards because they had not learn
ed what freedom and Justice wci.
As time advanced, however, and edu
cation spread through tho island?,
they began to feel the heaty burden
I Sgantak rales, aw- - iMMiediately

tried to secure concessions. They
wanted Justice and better" judgment,
but the Spaniards would not listen,
and the Flllrinog found it necessary
to resort to that time honored axiom,
wmch st,tes that when tho connection
totween tho mother country become
burdensome to the people of the col
onies the people can cut the connec
tion. i

Why They Fought Americans,
"'in the struggle,jhat followed, the

Filipinos were Anally successful,
with the aid of the Americans. The
final struggle against the Americans
was anarently suicidal, but the F.H
pIno3new thought they could win
Ttiey fought to stamp upon the page3
of Ljstory their love of liberty. After
tbe Filipinos conquered the islands,
tlrey established a government of
their own, republican In form, with a
constitution that was liberal and demo
cratic. Wian war came with the Unit
ed States the Filipino government
was smashed. At present, however,
the Filipinos have municipal govern
ments composed entirely of natives
who aj-- e e!cctcd by direct vote. Off!
cial reports will bear out the state
ment that the municipalities are sue
cessful. As Is universally admitted
it is not a national government that
is difficult tr run, but a municipal
government. Municipal government
Is the root of all government, and
where the ability of the people to
govern themselves is best shown.

Let Them Sink or Swim.
This Js the evidence which the

Filipinos have given of their ability
j to govern themselves. They have

given no' more because the opprtun
itles have not .been given them. You
never see a man swlmnifng unless
you put him in the water Give the
FlUplnos, tomorrow, the power to
e'ect a Philippine commission and
they will elect the men best quail
fed to serve their country, and, fur
thermore. they will one and all do
everything in their power to mase
tbe country happy and prosperous.
There are various ideas as to the best
form of goternment, ranging from
monarchy to the referendum, and it
is Imposslblo for people to asree a-- to

which is the best form. The que
Uon is practical, and theoretical, an"
whf is good government for one
people may not be good govenvnert
for another. That is a good govern
ment which best cares for the peon.o
which it governs."

CASE T0BE PRQBED MORE

NOGALES, March 31. The cor
oner's jury in tho case of Gillette
Whcatly. a reputed wealthy Welling
ton', Kan., man, who died here
denly Saturday, relumed a vcrd.ct
of death, as the result ot a largo
quantity of morphlno being admin
Istered by parties unknown.

A woman, claiming to be the
contract wifo of Wheatly, testified
he heard the latter snoring loudly,

jnd falling to arouse him when she
tried, summoned a physician, who
pronounced the man dead. The wo
man's actions aroused suspicion and
she was placed undor arrest and
Is still held in Jail.

It was learned laterthe name of
the woman Is L. Bertiss Gillette,
and that she first mot Wheatly on
a train from Portland to San Fran
clsco in October, 1009. Later they
corresponded, and In November
1910, met again In Williams, Ariz.,
and had- - teen together ever since.
The woman has been a hospital
nurse In New York, Chicago, San
Francisco, Yokohama and Hong
Kong. She holds a marriage con
tract, also a contract Jo be paid
?20.P00 within a specified time. A
fon of Whcatly claims that both
papers are forgeries.

During the coroner's hearing the
woman vris tery fool. Crose ex
amlccd, she evaded many dliect
questions, gave names and places
visited, also claimed to be an ex
pert dealer in 'western lands, having
rondo a study el irrigation problems.
The woman is being held pending
further investigations, but no charge
,is filed against her.

NAMED SENATOR, NEW

YORK DEADLOCK ENDS

Distinguished Jurist Wins the
Prize at Hands of Demo-

crats Last Night

HAS 112 VOTES OUT Or" 192

New Senator Is Recognized

As a Tammany Man by

the Leaders

ALBANY, March 31. Supremo
Court Justice James A. O'Gorman, of
New York, a democrat, was elected
United States senator by the legisla
ture, tonight on tho 64th. joint ballot,
after a deai'-o-ck lasting bince Jan
uary 6.

O'Gorman" received 112 votes out
of 192 cast. Chtamcey M. Depew.
his republican opponent, received SO.

Necessary for choice 91.

At the close of a day of almost con
tlnuous negotiations tho insurgents
capitulated and Justice O'Gorman
was cleced. A few minutes before
the ballot was cast, Justice O'Gor
man's, ljtsignation from the bench
was filed at the office ,of the secre
lary of state as a constitutional pro
vision would have prohibited his elec
tion while holding the office of jus
tico of the supremo court.

While applause marked the end ot
the long contest, legislators N driven
from tho state capital by Wednes
day's firo quickly adopted a resolu
tion adjourning until April 17.

Battle Lasting Several Days
in Sonora Stops When

Rebels Use Their Last

Cartridges

REPORT OF CARNAGE

MUCH EXAGGERATED

All Kinds of Rumors Coming

from Both Sides Are Of-

ficially Declared to be

Untrue

EL PASO, Tex., March 31. ThO
most Important battle 6f the Mexi
can Insurrection fought so far in
the state of Sonora has ended after
stubborn fighting, which began Mod.
day near the towns of Ures and Sam
Rafael. Although the rebels out
numbered the federals, their ammuni
tion became exhausted. The feci
orals were able to obtain reinforce
ments and additional ammunition
from Hermoslllo and the lnsurrectos
were compelled to abandon the
field.

Losses on both tides were heavy.
but the reports of tho killed and
Injured are greatly exaggerated, as
it Is known that not more than 100
were killed on both side3. Reports
of Mexican authorities that the fed
erals gained a decisive victory in
the first day's iight, is denied by
mail advices from Hermoslllo, to
which town tho federal wounded has
been taken. The movements or th

after the battle are
unknown.

Rumor Denied.
The rumor that rebels captured

the, town of San Benito is denied
officially by Governor Cubelllas at
Hermoslllo, who also states there
was no fighting at the town of Ures
Itself. The report that Hermoslllo
Is threatened by a rebel force is
also unconfirmed. Persistent but un
substantial rumors are current that
Juarez will bo attack soon

Numerous bands of insurrectos
have crossed the border near EI
Paso from tho United States re
centiy. Juan N. Medina, a former
officer of the Mexican army, is said
to be in command of one of these
bands.
